Wasntneton, May 20.—The House 
occupied four hours in doing nothing 
to-day. The Mackey-O'Connor South 
Carolina contested election case was 


called up this morning by Calkins, and 
Randall briefly said that there were 
reasons why the Democrats did not de- 
sire to consider that case.

Pursuing this subject, of such vital 
importance to Los Angeles, the Truzs 
now presents its readers some timely 
pertinent facts and opinions from au- 
thoritative source. 

The United States Consul at Mata- 
moras, Mexico, in an official comniuni- 
cation to the American Department of 
State, after predicting the probable 
doubling or quadrupling, within the 
next decade, of the present internation- 
al land traffic along the Rio Grande 
frontier, under the influence of the rap- 
idly increasing population and railroad 
development in that quarter, says the 
traffic by water from New York, New 
Orleans and-San Francisco. Considering 
its location and commercial require- 
ments, Mexico is worthy of the most 
careful attention from the manufactur- 
ing interests of the United States, which 
are seeking a market in nearly every 
quarter of the world.

And after having carefully studied the 
field of proposed operations, ‘‘ push 
things,’’ as Grant said to Sheridan at 
Opequen. There are many places in 
the Republic which American goods 
have not yet reached, or where they are 
not handled with a view to their in- 
creased sale; and in those places where

The best way for an American mer- 
chant to proceed is, either to establish a 
branch house or an agency—preferably 
the former. This requires capital, long 
credits, and efficient management at 
both ends of the line. The manager of 
the branch house must be able to study 
the market, the customers and the im- 
port laws with a care and patience not 
needed in the United States. He must 
be able to use his eyes and ears and con- 
trol his tongue; must not only be honest 
and of good habits, but must possess 
these qualities in a marked degree, in 
order to withstand the peculiar tempta- 
tions of the country. On this point the 
Consul says: ‘‘ In this regard the Euro- 
peans seem to have -an advantage over 
Americans. The former can be mildly 
wicked in any or all three of the princi- 
pal vices—drink, women and gambling 
—and still not lose their heads. The 
latter, in too many instances, when once 
started, seem to go headlong, and only 
stop in utter ruin.’’ Stress 1s laid upon

But it is important that our people be 
not deceived by false statistics. The 
facts just enumerated, added to the ig- 
norance of Mexico which prevails in the 
United States, have induced credence to 
be given to very exaggerated reports 
concerning the wealth and commerce of 
the country. Mexico is a land of won- 
derful beauty and natural advantages. 
Perhaps the loveliest spots on the face 
of the earth may be found within her 
borders, and to the beauty of her land- 
scapes may be added climate and natur- 
al products as fine. Her mines of great 
known wealth have still, according to 
rumor, marvelous unknown riches, and 
the number yet unyorked is fabulous. 
Such has been the effect of this ignor- 
ance, or of this romance, or both to- 
gether, that the actual facts and figures 
of the total Mexican commerce have 
been difficult’to ascertain. Secretary of 
State Evarts, in a report to Congress, 
alluded to this difficulty. He mentioned 
that the 


ANNUAL IMPORTS OF MEXICO 


From Europe alone had been stated by 
individuals at $70,990,000, and said that 
while the Department of State was with- 
out sufficient reliable data by which to 
determine the correctness of the state- 
ment, yet there was at hand European 
official returns which indicated that 
such assertions were wild exaggerations 
calculated to mislead our manufacturers 
and exporters who were trading or might 
be inclined to open up trade with the 
sister Republic. Mr. Evarts therefore 
considered it necessary to shgw that the 
total importations into Mexico did not 
amount to one-half of the reported 
trade from Europe alone; and bis esti- 
mate has been more than justified by 
Mexican official statistics published in 
the interim. The Secretary showed 
that the invoice value of the imports for 
two years given averaged $19,576,500 in 
Mexican eagle dollars. But the local 
market value of this coin being only 85 
cents, the above sum, Consul Sutton 
says, would give .an actual value in 
United States gold of but $16,640,025, 
less than one-fourth the extravagant 
estimate of $70,000,000.
